The Horror and Averfion which Be/videra difcovers on 
this Occafion, is a beautiful Feature in her Character, and 
the Ufe that is made of it is as great a Compliment to the 
Genius of the Poet; for when Jafzir endeavours to pa 
cify her by defcribing his Affociates as Patriots and Heroes, 
fhe artfully difcovers Renault's Attempt on her Honour, and 
makes the firlt Step to his Repentance. 

No fooner was P iaid on my fad Bed 
But that vile Wretch approach’d me; loofe, unbutton'd, 
Ready ‘for Violation — 
He drew the hideous Dagger forth thou gav'ft him, 

And with upbraiding Smiles he fhid, Behold it, 

This is the Pledge of a falfe Hushand’s Love. 

And in my Arms then preft and would have clafp'd me; 
Thefe are thy Friends! with thefe thy Life, thy Honour, 
Thy Love all ftak’d, and all will go to Ruin. 

Faffeir’s Difcovery of this Circumftance to Pierre in the 
following Scene is a judicious Stroke of the Author, and a 
fine Preparation for Péerre to vindicate his Friend, when 
the Con!pirators call his Integrity in Queftion. 

It mult be obferv'd Faffzir is already ftagger'd in his Re- 
folution, by the Villany of Renault, and the Tears of Be/. 
videra, when Renault's Speech to the Confpirators defcrib- 
ing the Cruelties and Slaughter they were to execute on 
fleeping, unapprehenfive Verice, touches his Compaffion 
more fenfibly, and at lait fends him from the Affembly 
with Horror.

After this we don’t wonder to fee the fourth A& begin 
with Belvidera’s leading Jair to the Senate to difcover 
the Plot: As his Wants and Paffions firft engaged him in 
it, fo the Return of his Virtue urges him to betray it; and 
yet he paules upon it often, thinks of it with Remorfe and 
Shame, and calls to Mind his Oath to Pierre: Like a good.

I would do Juttice to its Beauties.————F' rom the Blow that 
Jeffrir receives at firk, tothe refloring of the Dagger be 
had left with Belyidera, and Pierre's throwing him off for- 
ever at lait, "tis one continued Serics of Injuries on Pierre's 
Side, and Submiflion and Repentance on Faffeir's: Our 
Hearts are interefled on both Sides, and we don’t know 
whether we pity or admire molt. If there's any Fault 
at all in this Scene, "tis this, that 7aféir never once attempts 
to juitify himfelf from the noble Topicks, that Morality 
and Virtue might have furnifh’d him with.———But perhaps 
the Poet thought they were not of a Piece with his Charaéter, 
and therefore chofe to make him talk from his Paffions, ra- 
ther than his Reafon. 

One would think Otway had exerted his whole Genius 
already, and yet he furprizes you anew with the next In- 
terview between Faffeir and BeMidera. She finds him in 
Agonies at his own Treatment from his Friend, and his 
Friend’s Misfortune.——-He naturally confiders her as the 
Caufe of both, and, in the Violence of his Phrenfy, is 
tempted to eniploy the Dagger himfelf to her Deftruétion. 
What do the Audience fuffer while he is in that Uncertain- 
ty! And who does not fympathize with the virtuous Be/zi- 
dera?——'Tis impoflible to exprefs what I feel myfelf 
while he makes the following Speech; the Poet has not 
touch’d on a fingle Paffion in it, that my Soul is not as fen- 
fible of, as he who wrote ic. 

Where's my Friend? my Friend! thou fmiling Mifchief! 
Nay fhrink not, now ‘tis too late, thou fhould’it have fled 
When thy Guilt firft had Caufe; for dire Revenge 
I fup, and raging for my Friend ——— He groans!

N my lait Paper I began a Reply to the late infamous Li- 

bel in Fog’s Journal, on the Memory of the ever-giorious 
King William: 1 prov'd the Falfhood.and Difingenuity of 
its Author, in aflerting that this Hero was almoft unknown 
in England before the Revolution; and gave fome Account 
of his Character as a Politician, which he had thought fit to 
call in Quettion, and touch’d on his Atchievements as a Sol- 
dier. I thal! now proceed to juttify his Fame, in Oppofition 
to the wicked Creature who has fo artfully endeavour'd to 
undermine and deitroy it; in Confidence that I fhall do a 
Pleafure to every True Briton, and every Lover of bis 
Country. This little Incendiary takes the Liberty to affirm 
that "tis for the Revolution merely that the Charaéter of this 
Great Man is fo much extoll’d, which he affeéts to confider 
as fo tifling an Event that a Fleet of Fibermen, witha 
Mafaniello at their Head, might have compieated it as well : 
And truly why was it {o trifling, or fo ealy to accomplith? 
Becaufe torfooth both the Fleet and the Army were won over 
to his Party, before he came, and he had nothing to do but 
to take Poffeflion in Form. That is to fay, he had con- 
certed his-Meafures fo prudently, fo wifely, and fo effe¢tual- 
ly, before he began his Expedition, that he might, in all 
human Probability, depend on the Succefs: This is the 
greateft Compliment that could be made that Prince ; many 
Defigns as great have been attempted before, never any fuc- 
ceeded fo well; becaufe thofe Schemes were defedtive in the 
Beginning, and the Contrivers unequal to the Undertaking. 
Ot Courie Il) Fortune attended them, and Hiftory juftly 
cenfures them as crude, rath, and il] tim’d, or badly exe- 
cuted. Had the fame Fate attended the Prince of Orange's 
Enterprize, thefe very Men would have been the firft to 
have condemn'd his Temerity, in aiming at what ‘twas im- 
poilible for him to accomplith: However thofe People whe 
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vere Witneffes to the AQion, and who even bore a Part in 
it themfelves, were amaz’d at their own Succefs, and feem'd 
to believe Providence itfelf had interpos’d in their Favour. 
Such was the Difficulty that they judg’d infeparable from a 
Projeét of fuch Importance; a Project which turn’d on fo 
many different Wheels and Springs, befide the firft Mover, 
that, had the leaft of them fail’d, the whole muft have 
mifcarried. A Projeét that even the Compailion of the 
People to their late Sovereign had like to have ruin’d, after 
the moft imminent Danger feem’d to be over. A Project 
that was no lefs than the Safety of a whole Nation in their 
civil and ecclefiattic Liberties which were juft on the Bor 

ders of Deftruétion, and could be fav’d by a0 human Means 
but the Interpofition of the Prince of Orange. He was the 
Head, the Heart, and the Hand of the whole; he was to 

contrive, refolve, and execute, without him nothing would 

have been attempted, and nothing would have been per 

formed ; that Generation would have farviv'’d their Liber- 

ties, and we fhould have lamented what they lott both for 

themfelves, and their Pofterity. But the Prince of Orange 

did not effeé& it alone it feems! Neither did Alexander or 

Cafar conquer the Perfgans and Gauls alone, they had their 

fubaltern Heroes who took Fire from them, and emulated 

their glorious Examples. I thank God we had fome, a- 

mong the Britons, who diftinguifh’d themfelves as nobly, 
and in a much better Caule: Though, was the fame Affair 
to be tranf.Aed now, “tis much to be queftion’d, w hether 
that Spirit would have been fo general; nothing but fecling 
the Weight of their Chains can convince fome Men they 
are painful, and perhaps that might have the defir'd Effect 
when Reafon and Juitice had fail’d. I can’t difmiss this 
Part of the Libel before me, without taking Notice of the 
War in Jre/and; that was a Confequence of the Revolution, 
and a Circumftance that might have put ell to the Hazard, 
had K Yams been greater, or King William \efs: Surely 
the Conduct of a War is an Affair of fome Difficulty, and 
requires fomething of a Genius to manage it to Advantage: 
Belide, there is tome Merit in a King’s becoming his own 
General, and rifquing his Perfon for the Sake of his Peo- 
ple: There was -particularly in this, becaufe, had King 
William fought only for a Crown, “twas already in his Pol- 
fefion, and, in fuch a Caufe, againit fuch Troops, and in 
Competition with fuch a Rival, there was more than ordi- 
nary Reafon to be concern'd for his Safety, and there are 
few Princes, befide himfelf, who would not have behav'd 
accordingly. But “tis not merely the Hatred of the Faco- 
bites to the Prince of Orange as the Hero of the Revolution 
that is the Occafion of thefe Inveétives on his Memory : 
I am forry to fay it; “tis the Legacy he left us in the il- 
Juftrious Hencver Succeffon, for the Prefervation of the Pro- 
tefiant Religion, the Liberty of Great Britain, and the Re- 
pofe of Europe. This is what they fo furioufly refent, and 
never can forgive ; it difappoints all their Views, breaks all 
their Proje€ts, and dooms their Darling Chevalier, and his 
Heirs to be Wanderers forever. ’Tis for this that the Afhes 
of King William are difturb'd ; ’tis for this his Memory is 
aifaulted and abus’d in the moft outrageous Manner, and 
tis for this the Statue is refus'd to bis Honour. Such is the 
Blindnefs of fome Mens Eyes, the Perverfenefs of their 
Hearts, and the Dulnefs of their Underftandings: I thank 
God "tis in the Power of neither to hurt us, how much fo- 
ever they defire it, nor ever will if our own fatal Divifions 





Great Prince, which Faétion has fo much labour’d to de- 
fame; not that I think his Memory will ever fland in Need 
of fo weak an Advocate, but becaufe I would witnels to 
the World that there are {till fome who have Gratitude 
enough to own the Qbligations he has conferr'd on this 
Nation, and Senfe and Impartiality enough to diftinguifh 
and admire fuch fuperior Merit. A Statue would not be an 
Honour to him, but us;j——Our Character may need it, 
but his never will, while there is one faithful Hiforian re- 
maining to commemorate his Deferts.
